We  have  been  cabbage  growers,  as  well  as  plant  growers, 
for  over  20  years,  and  we  believe  we  grow  the  biggest  crops 
that  have  ever  been  grown  in  New  Jersey, 

The  fertilizer  on  our  trial  grounds  we  drill  in  broadcast, 
with  a fertilizer  drill,  across  the  rows,  so  that  each  strain 
shall  have  exactly  the  same  amount  of  fertilizer. 

We  have  bought  the  strain  of  Danish  Balihead  this  year, 
that  has  produced  the  highest  average  yield  for  6 YEARS. 

This  strain  yields  34%  more  cabbage  than  the  average 
yield  of  all  strains  taken  together,  with  exactly  the  same 
conditions  as  the  others. 

As  we  know  every  grower  in  Denmark,  that  grows  any 
quantity  of  seed,  and  have  tested  their  strains  for  6 years, 
we  are  satisfied  we  have  the  heaviest  yielding  strain  grown. 

We  are  so  well  satisfied  that  there  is  no  other  strain

We  plow  down  a sod  as  early  in  Spring  as  the  ground 
is  in  good  condition,  harrow  both  ways  about  every  week 
to  keep  the  moisture  in  and  kill  the  weeds,  until  about  the 
middle  of  June,  then  crossplow  and  fertilize  pretty  heavily 
with  a complete  fertilizer. 

Harrow  the  fertilizer  in  until  the  harrow  runs  4 or  5 
inches  deep  and  set  the  plants. 

By  the  time  the  plants  are  set  we  have  probably  har- 
rowed the  field  15  or  18  times,  have  kept  the  moisture  in 
the  ground,  mixed  the  fertilizer  thoroughly  with  the  soil, 
and  killed  practically  all  the  weeds. 

We  cultivate  a number  of  times  both  ways  and  hoe  as 
needed. 

But  the  frequent  hariowings  have  got  the  ground  so 
clean  and  in  such  good  condition  that  the  plants  need  little 
hoeing. 

After  this  extensive  pre-culture  one  can  always  go  into 
the  cabbage  field,  scrape  off  a couple  of  inches  of  the  top 
soil,  and  find  the  ground  mellow  and  containing  plenty  of 
nioisture. 

The  frequent  harrowings  have  kept  the  moisture  of 
the  Spring  in  there  yet. 

If  you  depend  upon  Summer  rains  they  may  not  come, 
but  if  you  conserve  the  moisture  from  the  Spring,  by  plow- 
ing under  manure  or  sod,,  and  harrowing  frequently,  you 
have  got  a sure  thing  as  the  ground  fills  up  with  water  every 
winter. 

We  sow  broadcast  over  the  plants  during  the  growing 
season  Nitrate  of  Soda,  3 or  4 times,  about  100  lbs.  each  time.. 

This  method  produces,  if  you  start  with  the  best  seed, 
about  the  biggest  crop  that  can  be  grown,  though  manure 
and  less  fertilizer  is  good,  if  you  have  it. 

It  is  ruinous  to  try  to  make  money  with  a poor  strain 
of  seed,  however  good  a farmer  a man  may  be. 


In  regard  to  the  Copenhagen  Market,  we  received  the 
following  letter  dated  April  7th,,  1923.

This  seed  is  to  be 
used  in  the  Ontario  County  variety  tests  on  mid-season  cab- 
bage, so  I would  like  to  get  the  very  best  seed  available.  If 
you  should  have  any  other  strains  that  you  feel  are  better 
than  the  general  commercial  seed  I would  appreciate  it 
greatly,  if  you  could  send  us  a small  sample  to  be  used  in 
this  test  work. 

You  might  be  interested  to  know  that  last  year  your 
strain  No.  11  led  all  varieties  in  all  of  the  tests  as  to  yield. 

I will  be  glad  to  send  the  remittance  for  this  seed  as 
scon  as  I get  statement  for  same.

As  Mr.  Robson’s  letter  was  not  received  until  April 
we  did  not  have  the  seed  to  send  him. 

If  we  remember  right  Mr.  Robson  ordered  30,000  or 
40,000  plants  from  our  No.  11  seed  in  June,  but  unfortu- 
nately we  were  sold  out. 

In  February  1924,  he  bought  several  pounds  of  the  No. 
11  seed  and  also  some  of  our  Danish  Ballhead. 

On  July  23rd  he  wrote  us  the  following:

vVe  have  made  a specialty  of  Seeds  and  Plants  of  Cab- 
bage, Cauliflower  and  Celery  for  29  yearsy 

We  were  the  first  to  begin  scientific  trials  of  strains  of 
Danish  Ballhead  Cabbage  seed  for  TONS  PER  ACRE  by 
WEIGHING  accurately  the  cabbage  produced  by  each  strain 
instead  of  looking  at  the  field  or  plot  or  row  and  deciding 
by  general  appearance.

The  Long  Island  Cauliflower  Association  — an  Associa- 
tion which  includes  the  wholesale  growers  of  probably  30 
towns,  and  which  is  the  largest  Association  of  the  kind  in 
the  world,  engaged  us  to  grow  plants  for  them  from  their 
seed  and  also  gave  us  new  strains  and  asked  us  to  test  them.

During  the  first  several  years  of  our  seed  trials  we 
tested  the  strains  of  Danish  Ballhead  and  Copenhagen  Mar- 
ket of  the  large  seed  houses  of  the  United  States  and  bought 
most  of  our  seeds  from  them.
